The Califcrnia scientists found 
that traditional prejudice against 
age difierences between husband 
and wife ts strongly challenged 
by the facts. The age difference 
among couples studied varied 
from one case in which the hus- 
band was seven years youhger 
than his wife to thee others 
where the man was fteex. or 
more years the senior. \No réla- 
tion was fgund between ‘age dif- 
ference and happiness. 

Judging from this, one must 
infer a community of interests 
and congeniality will offset any, or 
in any event most, handicaps re-

Another point. and a good one, 
is that the }resence or absence of 
children it: the home is no guar- 
antee of happiness.
